The ‘sewerage in the neighbourhood of 
those houses is rudimentary; diserganized 
and fragmentary to a deyree seliom fuund 
even in Hongkong. 

Asking as. to the conveniences in 
the: houses, I was told. that the 
cook-housps of thess modern dwellings, 
the plans of which must have come under 
the notice of both P, W. D. and the. Suni- 
tary Buaid, were barely 9 feet by 54. feet.
